WITH FARM BOYS?

too many farmer boys seek offices of 
little work and big pay. and as a re- 
sult the farm Declines and the- city 
sfrows. There is a cause for this 
state of affairs. What is It? To our 
way of thinking it is caused by the 
lack of knowledge concerning farm- 
ing on tbe part of the boys, as we'll 
is the lack of kuowledge of condi-

lieve that young America is seeking 
:he city to avoid hard work on the 
farm. 

' Ninety per cent of the boys reared 
in a farm in Kentucky know nothing 
jfthe scientiffe methods of farming. 
VI any of them are given no education 
>f any kind. They are taught by 
:heir fathers that to succeed on the 
farm thev will simply have to work, 
ind mean by this, manual labor. 
vVork of the brain, or study of scien- 
:iflc methods, never enter their minds. 
vVhy should the .boys stay on the 
farm when they know nothing about 
t? A majority know nothing of the 
lifferent producing qualities of soil: 
hey are taught nothing of the value 
jffine seed, and when the harvest 
;omes they are not organized like 
che city boys and as a consequence 
lave to accept a lower price than 
he crops are worth. If s 
iuggests study of scientific methods 
>f farming, many of tbe old farmers 
;ay "there is nothing in 'book larn 
ng'— you have to learn by experi 
•nee." Experience is probably the 
.est teacher, but experience is worth 
lothing unless one puts thought into 
t. To do a thing like father did, 
vithout knowing why he did it, to our 
vay of thinking, is a bad way. 
We do not mean to say that there 
re no farmers that believe in up-to- 
late methods, nor that the farmers 
is a whole are ignorant, for this is 
lot true. A majority simply have 
leen educated in the wrong way. The 
test people on earth are farmers, 
)ut they are "sot" in their ways. 
The city man studies every side of 
lis business. He would not think of 
becoming a professional man without 
voing to school and preparing him- 
ielf:the merchant that succeeds is 
he one that employs the best system 
of running his business and one that 
studies methods of others. Not only 
this but they organize and stick to- 
gether on all questionsaffectingtheir 
business. Not so with the farmer. 
The farmers, as a rule, work hard 
with their mttscles, produce a crop 
and dispose of it at "rhe other fel- 
low's price," not knowing that they 
could do much better by getting to- 
gether and studying the business. 

When the farmer boys of today 
pull away from their' father^ way of 
doing things and farm scientifically, 
more of them will be satisfied with 
lition in life and will not 
want to go to the cities and look for 
the easy jobs. It will be easy 
farm, as the whole world aepends on 
tbe farmer, and money will come

SILOS 

Of Concrete Popular in Kentucky 
—Agricultural Extension. 



During the season of 1011 the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the State 
University of Kentucky, in co-o 
ation with the Dairy Division of the 
1". S. Department of Agriculture 
been active in promoting the building 
of silos and carrying on other c 

Seven concrete silos were built aud 
seven home-made silos set up. and 
repairs were made in several o 
cases. In addition fifteen other silos 
of various types were set up under 
the direction of the Dairy Division. 

All the siios proved satisfactory 
and especially valuable dining the 
past severe winter. Everyone 
built a silo has expressed himsel 
especially well pleased with it and 
many intend to build additional silos 
this summer. More concrete 
are being built this season than last 
and they are proving economical 
build, many larmers preferring them 
to the wooden types. A 12x32 foot 
concrete silo was buiit at Lebanon 
last year for a cash outlay of less 
than $150. At Somerset a cone 
silo 16x40 was built at a total cost of 
$400. 

It is expected that twenty-£v 
more concrete silos will have been 
built by the endof thisseason. About 
twenty of the woodeu types are 
ing buflt under the supervision of 
the Dairy Division and in some ca 
have resulted in a saving of $50 
$100 each to the tarmer. Farmers 
are availing themselves of this 
opportunity as is evidenced by the 
great number of inquiries that 
coming in all the time. 

The activity OT the dairy extrnsion 
work has not been confined to 
building alone, but plans have been 
furnished for a number of dairy 
barns. Five new barns were built 
complete last year and seven were 
re-planned and re-built, being 
changed from unsanitary, in 
venient arrangements to clean, 
venient barns. In each case 
supervisor visited the farm and 
made indiyidual plans, using existing 



conditions to the best advantage 
ith the least expenditure of money.
